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London, December 
On Saturday arriv'd the Mail from Holland of 
Tuefday laft. 


From the Amfterdam Courant, dated Dec. 18. - 
From the Army before Lifle,Decemb. 11. 
H OSE who have been in to view the 
Citadel of Lifle, report that they never 
faw a ftronger, more regular, or more 
beautiful Fortification, as well with 
refpe& to its double Counterfcarp 
and their Ditches, as to the other Outworks, 
the breadth and depth of the principal Ditch, 
the {pacious Bulworks, the Magazines, the Hou- 
fes of the Goversour, the King’s Lieutenant, 
the Intendant, and ozber chief Officers, which 
are all fo many Palaces,and leftly the Lodgings and 
Quarters of ail the orher Officers and Soldiers, The 
French tell us, that before this Siege it was a moft 
lovely Place: In the Midft of it; on the Wal's, and 
in the Efplanade before it, were Rows of Trees, 
which are all cut down; and fine Gardens in the 
Bulworks, which with the Hedge-Rows aud Ter- 
raffes there and in othef parts of the Works, are now 
all Spoil’d. The Gate call’d the Gate of Succour is 
fortified with uncoxsmon Strength, and cover'd be- 
fides by a Morafs. ’*Twas obferv’d that the French 
hadtern the Lead from off divers Buildings in the 
Citadel, to make Mufquet Bullets: The Soldiers 
of the Garrifon bad for fome time eat Horfefi:hh, 
and the Horfes of the Dragoons were kill’d for that 
Ule; of other Provifions, befides Fleth, they had 
no Want; fo that the chief Reafon of the Marfhal 
de Boufflers’s furrendring fo foon, was want of a 
fufficient Quastity of Powder and Bullets, the 
French Officers ftood amaz'd when they were told 
in what Manner their Army had abandon’d the De- 
fence of the Schelde. Yefterday Prince Eugene and 
the Prince of Naffau made a Vifit to the Marfhal de 
Boufilers in the Citadel. Their Highneffes were re- 
ceiv’d with a Salvo of the Artillery and with many 
other Marks of Refpect, and the Marfhal efteem- 
ing himfelf very much bonour’d by this Vifit, both 
he and the other Generals exprefs’d themfelves deep- 
ly fenfible of the Civility and Generofity of the 
two Princes. Abcui 10 a Clock this Morning the 
Garrifon march’d out. The Prince of Naffau ftood 
without the Gate of Succour, at the Barrier of the 
Counterfcarp, at the Head of our Foot; and Prince 
Eugene was at the Mead of oer Horfe, which were 
drawn up on both fides of the Way by which the 
Garrifon was to pals; and of thefe Horfe 1000 were 
commanded to conduct the Garrifon to Doway. 
The Artillery and Baggage being firft fent out, the 
Marfhal de Boufflers accompanied by fome Generals 
came out and falured the Prince of Natlau with fe- 
veral of our Genersls; and after about Half an 
Hour’s Converfation with his Highnefs, he went 
back into the Citadel, to put himfelf ar the Head 
of the Grenadiers and march out. In his Paffage 
all our Officers faluted him with their Pikes, and 
he return’d their Compliment with great Civility ; 
keeping his Hat off till he was out of Sight. After 
the Grenadiers came the difabled Men, as well Of- 
ficers as Soldiers, who were better provided with 
Cloaths than the cther Troops; next follow’d the 
difmounted Dragoons, who were all brisk Fellows 
bur ill clad ; and then the reft of the Garrifon ; ma- 
king all together (as we guefs) between 5 and 6000 
Men. They report that during the Siege of the Ci- 
tadel they had not above 200 Men killd or wounded, 
Among the Baggage was a Cart with two Hog- 
theads in it, which was drawn by feveral Horfes; 
and in thofe Hogfheads, ‘tis faid, was rhe Copper 
Money caft during she Siege ; for the Officers and 
Soldiers had been oblig’d the Day before to return 


what they had receiv’d, and had Bills given 
them by the Trealurer of Doway forthe Value 
Yet feveral of thofe Coins have come into custiealll 
and will be preferv’d as Medals in Memory of the 
Event. "Lis expected we fhall begin our March 
towards Ghent co Morrow : 20 Battailions and fome 
Squadrons will be lefc here, to Garrifon the Town 
and Citadel The Princes of France were 
at Arras the 8th, but were ready to fer out for the 
Court of France, being extremely troubled at theic 
ignominious Campaign, and much more concern’d 
ac the King’s earneft Defire to declare Madam de 
Maintenon his Royal Conforc and Queen of France, 
againft which feveral great Perfons, particularly the 
Dutchefs of Burgundy, have prorefted. Brigadier 
Huifei is appointed Governour (provifionally) of 
the Citadel of Lifle. 
From the Antwerp Courant, dated Dec. 18. 

Doway, Dec. 14. The 12th, the Marthal de Bouf- 
flers, with the Garrifon of the Citadel of Lifle, 
came hither: That Garrifon confifted of 3417 Mens 
befides the Sick and Wounded, which are bringing 
buher by Water. 6090 Pioneers are nemly fum- 
maon'd in, to perfect the Line caft up from the Scarp 
to la Bailes, The French Troops whicd lay in our 
Neighbourhood, receiv’d Orders Yetterday to fe- 
parate, and march into the Winter Quarcers af- 
fign'd them. This Morning the Marthal de Bouf- 
flers fet out in Poft-Chaife for Verfailles, 

Lifle, Dec. 14. Lhe Burghers of this City are 
overjoy’d that Prince Eugene, by the Capitulation 
with the French hss oblig'd themto make Reftiiu- 
tion of the Value of all they rook into the Citadel 
with them our of the Town when it furrender’d: 
Tis faid that Sum will amount to 400000 Livres, 
The Allies have put a Garrifon of 8 Batrallions into 
the Citadel ; and have fer b4en to work to level the 
Trenches, and put every thing into the fame Con- 
dition as before the Siege. On the Bulworks of our 
Citadel, and in the Magazines, were found 121 
Brafs Cannon of various Sizes, 38 Mortars, a great 
number of Bombs and Cannon-Balls, and about 
rococo ~Weight of Powder. The Provifions were 
well-nigh confiim’d, and the Bifcuit left is almoft all 
fpoil’d.

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the Antwerp Cuuirant,datéd 
Ghent, Dee. 15. We live bere in unfpeakable Per: 
plexity, finding the Allies ere decermia’d to befiege 
us, and that we thall {peedily be intirely invefted, 
The 13th came in hither 9 Battalions fiom Bruges, 
fo that our Garrifon coolitts now of 13 of 14000 
Men. By Orde of our Goveraour, ize Suburbs 
without the Gate of Dain are burne down and the 
Rubbith laid level. The other Suburbs arc like to un- 
dergo the fame Face. The Frenca Work hard on 
the Fortifications, ere& divers Baireries, and f:em 
refolv’d to defend tne Town and Caftle to the laft 
Extremity, which gives us fome _apprebeafion that 
oar Buildiags will be laid in Ruines, The Inhabi- 
tams, in great Affcight, lay up ther beft in 
fach Parts of the Towa as ceey gacls will be leatt 
expos'd to the Enemy’s Bombs and burniag Bullets. 
All our Houfekeepers have been warn’d to provide 
themfelves with Victnais for 6 Weeits, and each of 
them to place 3 Hoghhead of Water beiore bis Door, 
for quenching Fire. Yetterday the Governour cali'd 
our Magiftrates and Companics before bim, aad 
propos’d that the Townfimen thould be Arm’d buc 
the Burghers rej2Cted the Propoiiticn. 


From the Camp at Mells, Dec. 17. Yetterday 
Prince Eugene with his Army pals'd che Schelde ac 
Ename ; at Noon bis Highnefs came hither to con- 
fer wich my Lord Duke ; and to Day the Impecia- 
lifts and Palatines, wich a Reinforcemenc from this 
Army, march’d to encamp beyond tke Dender at 
Gamerache, for the convenience of Forrage, and to 
obferve the Enemy on that fide during the Sieg> of 
Gheni.

Hereditary Prince of Heffe Caffel, with 30 Bat- 
tallions and 40 Squadrons, between the Lys aad the 
Canal of Bruges, and from thence to the Canal of 
Sas; the Duke of Wirtemberg, with 16 Baztallions 
and 25 Squadrons,between Mulenftcin and the lower 
Schelde; and the Count de Tilly with 30 Battalli- 
ons and 30 Squadrons, between the upper and lower 
Schelde: All which Pofts may be fttrengthned or 
eas’d as fhall be found neceffary. My Lord Duke 
will have his Quarters at Meclebeck, near the Cen- 
tre of the feveral Attacks. The Weather having 
been very Moderate thefe two Days, the Rivers 
are now open; feveral Boats with Ariillery, Am- 
munition and Forrage, are come up the Schelde to 
Wettdren near this place; and thofe from Lifle are 
hourly expected at Deynife.
